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Canada First, Not Canada Only 


Editor SaturDAY NIGHT: 

ANDRE LAURENDEAU, Leslie 
7 toberts and B. K. Sandwell all 
appear to miss the main point in writ- 
ing on Quebec. I am convinced that 
the words of Lord Tweedsmuir are 
misinterpreted. There is a vast dif- 
ference between “Canada First” and 
“Canada Only”. 

All these writers take the view that 
if it were possible for Canada to re- 
main neutral in this war and to be 
quite unaffected by the outcome, 
Canada would be justified in remain 
ing neutral 

That is a philosophy of pure selfish. 
ness. It is the view taken by all the 
nations of Europe, the view which 
enabled Hitler to conquer them one 
by one, so that each in turn has suf- 
fered the fate from which it did not 
consider it to be its business to save 
another. Discreditable as that atti- 
tude always was, it has since become 
utterly discredited 

But not one of these nations evel 
took the unthinkable attitude that 
after declaring war it would fight 
only moderately. That is the stand 
taken by tweaor three gentlemen who 
would have us ‘believe that they speak 
for the people of Quebec. Such an 
attitude must surely be’ without 
parallel in history. There may be 
honest differences of opinion as to 
the value of the proposed change in 
conscription, since it would only add 
those men to the service who are un- 
willing and therefore of doubtful 
value. But for anyone to stand fol 
a “moderate participation” in the wat 
is simply not sane. And for the edi 
tor of Le Canada or any other man 
to maintain that one province has 
the right to restrict all other Can 
adians to using only those methods 
which that one province approves is 
the climax of unreason. It is impos 
sible to believe that such a man 
represents the French - Canadian 
people people Known for theil 
common-sense and fairness. They 
will soon have a chance to speak fo) 
themselves.

In the second paragraph of this 
letter the writer states that the edito) 
of Saturpay NIGHT holds that if it 
were possible for Canada to remain 
neutral in this war and to be quite 
unaffected by the outcome, Canada 
would be justified in remaining neu 
tral. Mr. Laurendeau and Mr. Rob 
erts may or may not accept this as a 
statement of their views, but the 
editor of SATURDAY NIGHT does not. 
His view is that in the (wholly 
imaginary) circumstances described, 
Canada might be justified, by other 
circumstances, in remaining neutral, 
and might not. The question is 
Wholly irrelevant, because in the 
view of the editor the circumstances 
lescribed do not exist; Canada can 
not conceivably be unaffected by the 
outcome of this war. The war is a 
war carried on by three aggressive 
totalitarian nations against Great 
Britain, the naval and military power 
centre of the British Commonwealth 
of Nations; the defeat of that powe1 
centre would leave Canada in an ex 
tremely helpless position It has 
become more recently a war of the 
same three nations against the 
United States, the naval and military 
power centre of the Western Hemi 
sphere, and an ardent supporter of 
the kind of domestic and_ inter 
national institutions in which Canada 
believes; the defeat of that powei 
centre along with the other one would 
leave Canada an absolutely defence

These trained 
men were becoming scarce, since the 
armed forces required them in large 
numbers for maintenance of fight 
ing equipment. Three types of labor 
for three types of work existed: (a) 
the super-skilled man, of the engin 
eer type, who could set up a row of 
complicated repetitive-aaction ma 


chines and who could look after their 
intricate maintenance; (b) the rel 
itively unskilled man and woman 
who could be trained for a single 


repetitive job in a few days and who 
could produce quantities of 
goods on the big automatic machines 
built by the super-skilled men, but 
who couldn’t do anything and 
who would be useless if the machine 
ever broke down; and (c) the handy
